Freshman applications for 
admission totalled 6,089 this 
year, as against 6,162 for 
last ‘year, Dr, McCune exe 
plained that the University 

red\are. based a bons 
fide requests for admission 
involving the submission of 
completely filled out appli 
cation forms to the Unive: 
sity registrar. General ine 
quirles about admission to 
the University are much 
greater in number, but these 
are not considered as offi 
lal applications, 

Dr, McCune said that of 
the more than 6,000 appli 
cants, 2,886 were accepted 
Yor entrance as freshmen, 
Of this number 1750 will

colleges always accept more
